Cafeteria:

New Computer Lab and new Sadies: 

The L.S.A., the computer committee and 
the Faculty administration have partnered 
to create a new computer lab for students 
in what was the pool room in the 
basement This difficult decision was 
made for a number of reasons. Firstly, as 
we all know, the second floor computer 
room is often overcrowded throughout the 
term, especially near exam time. For 
your information, computer use increased 
by over twenty- 

five percent in the last semester alone. 
Secondly, during computer training 
sessions most students have no access to 
the second floor lab. Thirdly, with new 
operating platforms soon to become the 
standard for computer software, we need 
new, high level processors to ensure our 
computer education level keeps up to 
what firms will expect from us in the 
future. 

The pool room was chosen after all other 
locations were ruled out It was the only 
room with the capacity for the fifteen 
computers we 

envision in the lab and the convenience of 
nearby computer connections. It was also 
the only one we could renovate at a 
reasonable cost. To that effect, the 
renovations completed last year to create 
the pool room will simply be used to 
accommodate computer equipment and 
working stations. However, using the 
pool room lead to the requirement that 
our store "Sadies-Pit Stop" be moved into 
a new location in order to create more 
space for a new pool room. Renovations 
of the former pool room will 
most likely begin in late September 
(when McGill physical plant people 
return from their summer holiday...) and 



we should have the new lab functioning 
by early November. 

The procurement of computers 
themselves is being organized by the 
Computer Committee. The head of the 
project is Doron Goldstein to 
whom we send our thanks for countless 
hours devoted to the project. So far, a 
number of Montreal law firms have 
agreed in principle to purchase a new 
computer for the lab. However, we are 
proud to announce that two firms, 
Mendelsohn, Rosentzveig, Shacter and 
Ogilvy, Renault have each decided to 
purchase one for us. Dean Toope, who 
strongly believes in this project, has 
confirmed the participation of the 
Faculty to supply a number of machines. 
We will 

keep you posted as developments arise in 
this important new facility for us. 

Fax and photocopy machine: 

The L.S.A. is also pleased to announce 
that within a few weeks we will offer 
students the use of a fax machine in the 
faculty. Faxes sent to locations within 
the local calling area will be free or at a 
nominal charge, and students will be 
able to receive faxes from anywhere. 
Students this year should also have use 
of a photocopy machine at a 
low cost. Negotiations are presently 
underway, so no promises can be made 
regarding prices. However, we are 
hoping to be able to provide services at 
five cents a copy. 

The new Sadies-PitStop: 

As indicated earlier, we relocated our 
store "Sadies-PitStop" in what used to be 
known as the Quid facilities and in more 
recent ears the Beer room. The new 
"walk-in" store should open in the 
second week of 

September. We want to offer a wider 
range of supplies while cutting costs. 
This is why the new operating hours will 
be from Monday to Friday 1 1H00 to 
15H00. You will have to buy your 
newspaper from the 
vending box located outside New 
Chancellor Day Hall. The store wants to 
offer goods that are of interest to Law 
students so feel free to 
make suggestions.

Welcome to the jungle or welcome back 
as the case may be. I spent the summer 
battling the forces of evil from The 
McGill Legal Information Clinic World 
Headquarters located in the engine room 
of the Shatner Building.

Each year in September, 
Canadians across the country 
participate in the Terry Fox Day, an 
annual fund-raiser for cancer 
research. 

This national event is 
dedicated to the memory of a great 
Canadian hero, Terry Fox. He lost his 
right knee to cancer at the age of 1 8. 
Undaunted, he decided to run across 
Canada to promote cancer research 
and to encourage other cancer 
victims. He began the "Marathon of 
Hope” on April 12, 1980 in St. John's 
Newfoundland. After running 5565 
kilometers in 5 months, severe chest 
pains forced him to end his run in 
Thunder Bay, Ontario. The cancer 
had spread to both of his lungs. On 
June 28, 1981 , Terry Fox died. He 
had raised over $24 million for cancer 
research and inspired millions of 
Canadians. On September 2, 1981, 
Isadore Sharp, president of Four 
Seasons Hotels committed himself to 
organizing an annual fund-raising 
event in Terry's name to continue the 
fight against cancer. 

Since Terry's Marathon of 
Hope, this annual event has raised 
more than $144 million for the 



National Cancer Institute of Canada. 
In 1994 alone, Canadians raised 
almost $10 million. McGill University 
benefits directly from these funds. In 
1993-94 and 1994-95 respectively, 
McGill researchers received $814, 

000 and $360, 000 in grants. 

Since 1989, McGill’s Scarlet 
Key Society has organized the 
annual McGill’s participation in the 
event. This year, it will be held on 
Sunday, September 1 7, 1 995 at 
Mount Royal’s Beaver Lake. 
Registration is at 10AM and the "run" 
starts at 1 1AM. Participants can run, 
walk, bike, wheel the 10 kilometer 
course. Pledge forms will be 
available in the Faculty during the 
first two weeks of school and 
throughout the Montreal community. 

Each year the "Principal's 
shoe" trophy is awarded to the 
Faculty with the best per capita 
participation. Last year, the Faculty 
of Dentistry won. We’d like to see 
the Faculty of Law’s name on the 
trophy. We think this is the year to 
do it. Following the run, we will have 
food, drinks and award "door" prizes 
(including dinners for two, Adidas 
sports bags, professional massages 
and consultations by a chiropractor!). 
There will be a variety of activities. 

As we want to encourage more 
faculty, staff and mature students to 



come out, we will have numerous 
activities for children before, during 
and after the run (face painting,

du barreau pour acceder aux 
examens.

- What's your position on special 
permissions for extensions and 
religious holidays? 

- For religious holidays, we have a 
policy that has more or less resolved 
problems and I think it works well. It 
provides a framework within which 
the concerned parties can address 
this issue. The policy is explained in 
the student handbook. 

As far as extensions and deadlines 
are concerned, the faculty has been a 
bit more rigid particularly in relation 
to papers. The faculty has requested 
the students who have problems or 
who anticipate having problems, to 
raise them well ahead of time. People 
who have personal problems, people 
who have health problems and so on, 
should do something before this mins 
their lives or careers or ruins an 
examination session for example. I'd 
like to stress this. It's much better for 
me to know in advance that there are 



problems in the making, that people 
are going through personal life 
crises and so on, than to have to deal 
with it ipso facto. It must be 
understood that students are 
welcomed to see me or people like 
Christine Gervais. 

- Please give us an update of the 
faculty review process. 

- Students should soon get the 
follow-up of the focus groups held 
by the faculty last year. The Dean 
and the committee responsible for 
the consultations, chaired by 
Professor Rod MacDonald last year, 
will produce very shortly a draft of a 
planning report, some kind of vision 
for the faculty. (Please read future 
editions of the Quid for more 
information.) 

Furthermore, an ad hoc committee 
headed by Professor Van Praagh has 
been formed with a mandate to 
review the undergraduate program 
and to make recommendations to 
reform it should a reform be 
necessary. It's not set up because 
there is a consensus that everything 
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is going terribly. Quite the contrary. 
It's set up by the Dean as part of the 
broader purpose of soul-searching or 
self-examination. The committee 
should present a preliminary report 
by the end of the year. 

- As Associate Dean, do you have 
any professional or personal goals? 

- Yes, I have a few goals. There is a 
tradition at school that students have 
liked my predecessors and thought of 
them as fair. I hope that in three 
years, when my mandate will be 
over, that students will feel the same 
way about me. There’s also a feeling 
at school that students have easy 
access to the faculty administration. I 
hope students will feel that my door 
is always open. 

As for more personal goals, I hope 
this position will allow me to do 
some adjudication. Since law school 
is in a way a small lehal system with 
internal dynamics, this is an occasion 
to apply rules and to do some 
adjudicating. Finally, I hope to learn 
a bit about myself.
